That the question, of adequate water 


supply tor all the necessities and equal 
to all probable emergencies 
of this 


city- is art important question ia which, 
the citizens of Lima generally are 
deeply interested was clearly demon* 
started at the opening meeting held 
by the water committee of the city 
council in the city civil engineer's of- 
fice last evening. Messrs 
Moses,

McCuliough, 
Overly. 
Mc- 


Cauley. Linderman, Sherman 
and 


Baumgardaer of 
the 
city council, 


superintendent 
Hutchinson, 
water 


works trustee Thompson and 
other 


city officials were present when the 
meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man Moses, of the water committee. 


Superintendent 
Hutchinson 
an- 


nounced that the water works board 
had received a petition ^rom the citi- 
zens requesting that steps be taken 
to increase storage capacity of the 
city reservoirs and thus insure a more 
adequate supply of water for general 
purposes. 
Mr. Hutchinson explained 


the construction of the reservoirs and 
that the banks had washed down until 
he did not believe they would coutain 
more than one hundred and twenty 
million, gallons. 
The 
consumption 


during the summer months averages 
two aud a half million gallons daily 
so that it does not take much of a 
draught to exhaust the supply and the 
only means of supply ia 
from, 
the 


wells. The production, of the wells 
now will supply the city but consum- 
ers let the water run day and night 
during the past cold weather and the 
ioss has been heavy. The waste, lie 
said, is mori; in winter th.au in, sum- 
intr, although the actual consumption 
is greater in summer. He said t 
supply was short now and the P. Ft. 
W. &: C. could not get water for their 
engines. He said the manufacturers 
had complained about the \vater be- 
ing njurious to boilers. There are 
16-5 meters ia use and it would take 
about 3000 meters at a total expense 
of about 530,000. He said it would 
take a year at least to make the 
change. The present meter rate is 
$12 for 60,000 gallons, or 20 cents a 
thousand for first thousand and 8 cents

Mr. Overly spoke of 
tlie 
water' 


rates ia this city us compared witn 
the rate la. other cities aud stated that 
that the local rates were high. He 
al.eo spoke; 6£ the injurious character 
of th,e yell, water used here so lar as 
m'echaalcal purposes were concerned. 
Both Mr, .Overly and Mr. Haege fa- 
vored the adoption of a meter rate 
system. 


Chairman R. E. Davis, of the city 


council, was of the opinioa that the 
construction of another 
reservoir 


would 
be 
too 
expensive. There 


were only twelve days liist, year, he 
said, when water could not be taken 
from Ixjst Creek. Meter rates, 
he 


thought, would reduce the present coat 
of consumption but would serve to 
make consumers pay for what they 
use aad would insure economy among 
the consumers. He favored the meter 
systems arid spoke of Battle 
Creek, 


Mich., where that system is in vogue 
and is considered a success. 


Superintendent Hutchiuson thought 


that the rate could not be made as 
low in Lima as ia some other cities 
on account of tlie fact that the con- 
sumers here pay for the extension of 
mains while in most other cities the 
expense of making extensions is paid 
by the cities. 


J. C. Ldnneman referred to the re- 


cent fire at the Norvai as an evidence 
that a. greater supply of water 
is 


needed for this city. The pressure 
was so low at the dme of the fire that 
it took three hours to extinguish the 
flames and then the use of buckets 
and the hotel are extinguishers was 
necessary to augment the fire depart- 
ment's fire fighting facilities. He 
vigorously opposed the meter system 
and argued that the cost of inaugurat- 
ing1 such a system would aggregate 
at least $50,000 to put in meters, 
while a reservoir five times as large 
as the ones in use now, could 
be 


built and equipped for $150,000. He 
said there was as good water for me- 
chanical use as could be found, alx- 
the oil wells at Lost Creek. He said 
the water question, was a critical one 
and that if any cf the big buildings 
took fire they would be destroyed on 
account of poor water supply. He 
had token out $10,000 additional in- 
surance on his hotel on account of the 
scarcity ot water. He said he and 
several ohters had been working on 
the matter for some, time and could 
provide for the consumption of $12,- 
000 worth of water annually if the 
supply was suttlcient. 


Mr. Overly said he was in favor of 


the construction o£ another reservoir 
and only favored the meter system, as 
a means of-saving the water, or rathor 
of preventing it from beinK uselessly 
wasted. 


Mr. McCuliough thought that the 


public was in favor of the meter sys- 
tem. He said that the capacity of the 
present reservoir would be sufficient: 
for 10 years yet if the meter system 
was adopted. 


Chairman Moses asked if it were 


probable that a bond issue would be 
carried if proposed to the citizens. 
Mr. Linneraan said he was probably 
one ot" tlio heaviest

pavers iu the city, but that he Would 
vote for a bond issue if it would be to 
increase the water supply. 


Chairman Moses said he was in 


favor of President Davis appointir.s; a 
committee to meet with prominent cit- 
izens and discuss ~e matter. -.0 t'av-;

any recommendation until further in- 
vestigation
